Re: NextNav’s FCC Petition for Rulemaking: Requesting reconfiguration of the 902-928 
MHz Band (Lower 900 MHz Band) and grant control of frequencies 902-907 MHz 
(uplink) and 918-928 MHz (downlink). Public Notice (WT Docket No. 24-240) 


Dear Secretary Dortch, 


l am writing on behalf of the Wisconsin Motor Carriers Association (WMCA) to convey our strong 
opposition to NextNav’s petition to reconfigure the 902-928 MHz band in a manner that would grant it 
sole use of the 902-907 MHz (uplink) and 918-928 MHz (downlink) frequencies. 


The negative impact of the requested reallocation on the trucking industry cannot be overstated. The 
remaining 907-918 MHz ban, which is already heavily utilized, would be subject to interference from 
NextNav’s powerful communications devices. This would effectively disable the electronic tolling and 
weigh station bypass systems that rely on these frequencies. 


Weigh Station Bypass Programs, which allow compliant commercial motor vehicles (CMVs) to bypass 
weigh stations, save the industry millions of dollars each year. The disruption of these programs would 
require trucks participating in a bypass program to pull into every weight station, overwhelming law 
enforcement and costing participating carriers an average of 0.4 gallons of fuel, thus contributing to 
more polluting air emissions, adding ten minutes of drive time, affecting driver Hours of Service and 
adding $8.88 in operational costs. These factors will have a major negative impact on the environment, 
supply chain economy and safety. 


Regarding electronic tolling, RFID toll tags and transponders used by millions of CMVs would be unable 
to communicate reliably with toll readers. Equipping trucks with RFID toll tags or transponders give 
them the lowest available rate. Without these devices, carriers will pay more in tolls if RFID toll devices 
become inoperable due to the reallocation of the Lover 900 MHz Spectrum. 
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In conclusion, the WMCA feels that the NextNav petition is self-serving and overbroad, negatively 
affecting the established and much needed use of mobile communications by toll roads, toll bridges and 
commercial vehicle safety programs vital to the trucking industry. We ask that the petition be denied.
